NOTICE TO CERTAIN EMPLOYERS 
AND EMPLOYEES 
Notice is hereby given that men employed in certain 
specified lines of civilian employment, who are in age 


and marital classes already 


esignated under National 


Selective Serviee Mobilization Regulations, must report 
for interview not later than May 19th{ 1943, to an 
Employment and Selective Service Office. 


A. Objective: 

The Order makes available for essenual 
employments ‘the services of men in age 
and marital classes designated as callable 
for Military-- Training under Nationat 
Selective Service. Mobilization Regula- 
tions, who are presently employed in 
specified non-essential employments. 


B. EMPLOYMENTS COVERED BY 
THIS ORDER: 


Men, of the specified categories, are 
covered if now employed im any of 
the following industries: 

(1) taverns; liquor, wine and beer 
stores; (2) retail sale of candy, con- 
fectionery, tobacco, beoks, stationery, 
news; (3) barber shops and beauty 
parlours; (4) retail and wholesale 
florists; (5) service stations (gasoline- 
filling stations); (6) retail sale of 
motor vehicles or accessories; (7). re- 
tail sale. of sporting goods or musical 


instruments. 


Also, men are covered if now em- 

ployed in any of the following occupa- 
tions, whether-in above industries 
or not: 
(1) waiter, taxi driver, clevator opera- 
tor, hotel bell boy, domestic servant; 
(2) any occupation in or directly asso- 
ciated with entertainment, including 
but not restricted to theatres, film 
agencies, motion picture companies, 
clubs, bowling alleys, pool. rooms; 
(3) any occupation in or directly 
associated with dyeing, cleaning, and 
pressing (not including laundry work); 
baths; guide service; shoe shining. 


C. AGE AND MARITAL CLASSES OF 
MEN COVERED BY THIS 
ORDER: 

(a) Every man born in any year 
from 1917 to 1924 (inclusive) who 
has reached age 19. 

(6) Every man born from 1902 to 
1916 (inclusive) who, at July 15th, 
1940, was: (i) unmarried; or (ii) 
divorced or judicially separated; or 
(iii) a widower without child or 
children. 

(ce) Every man born from 1902 to 
1916 (inclusive) who has, since July 
15. 1940, become a widower without 
child or children now living. 

(d) Every man born from 1902 fo 
1916 (inclusive). who,. since July 15, 
1940, has been divorced or judicially 
separated. 

D. Procedure to be Followed: 


All men as defined above must report 
to an Employment.and Selective Service 
Office not later than May 19th, 1943. Men 
resident outside a city or town having

personally, may write to the nearest office

E. OBLIGATIONS OF EMPLOYEES: 

When directed to accept employ- 
ment, subsequent to the interview 
referred to, men described in Para- 
graphs B and C above are required by 
the Regulations to follow the direction 
given. 


F. OBLIGATIONS OF EMPLOYERS: 
It will be illegal for_an_employer

J. Penalties in Case of Employees: 

Penalties are provided for failure on 
the part of any-employed man affected, 
to register under this Order, or to. follow 
a Subsequent direction to” employment, 
and in addition to other penalties, refusal 
to comply renders a man liable to com- 
pulsory labour service im an Alternative 
Service Work Camp. 


K. Special Request to Employers: 

Each employer with three or more men 
covered by this Order in his employ 
requested to co-operate ‘by getting in 
touch with the Employment and Selec- 
tive Service Office, to arrange a time for 
the interviews of his employees. 


L. Authority: 

This Order is issued under authority 
conferred on the Minister of Labour by 
National Selective Service Civilian Regu- 
lations (P.C. 246° of January 19th, 1943, 
and amending Orders in Council).

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Of ‘Fifth Freedom’ 

If the people of the North 
American continent do not place 
human and spiritual values ahead 
of material interests after the 
war, the country will know 
greater chaos than ever before, 
Hon, H. H. Stevens of Vancouver, 
told members of the Kiwanis Club 
‘Tuesday. 5 

The luncheon provided an in- 
ter-club visit between Victoria 
Kiwanians and nearly 30 mem- 
bers of tne Vancouver ciub, some 
of whom came to compete in the 
first round matches for the Heath- 
Nicholson Golf ‘Trophy. Tuesday, 
Vancouver Kiwanis was in charge 
of the program. 

“Behind the four freedoms lies 
what I term the fifth freedom, 
the freedom of choice,’ Mr. Stev- 
ens stated. “Today’Canada asks 
the loan of a portion of the wages 
of its citizens—to me it is a dem- 
onstration of the very essence of 
democratic institution. Men can 
refuse or they can lend, the choice 
is theirs.” 

Throughout his address he em 
phasized the need for people to 
give primacy to spiritual and hu 
man rather than material Values, 
declaring that they have the 
choice of either applying the Gol 
den Rule to all tndertakings or 
of following the “grasping” 
method of self-interest. 

Turning to the story of Joshua 
and his people, Mr. Stevens told 
how prosperity had brought a 
loosening of morals and slacken- 
ing of responsibility, and quoted 
Joshua saying: “Now, therefore, 
fear the Lord and serve Him in 
sincerity and truth and put away 
the false gods among you.” 

“We have been following false 
gods in the last 20 years. Think 
of the 1920's and 30’s—becatise 
we departed from. earlier prin- 
ciples of democratic leaders, there | 
was suffering,” he said, adding 
that the country was now facing 
a testing time and if the people} 
did not stay by principles known 
to be tried and true the |

Ecoriomics” and other’ ‘social | 
sciences having become of age, 
Prof. E. S. Farr of Victoria Col 
lege told the Credit Granters of 
Victoria Tuesday the postwar 
world would probably see radical 
changes in economic policy. 

“In the old world we moved| 
ahead by trial and error and in 
dividual effort,” he said. “That 
has changed. Today we are pool- 
ing our information. We're add 
ing to the heap.. We are there 
fore probably going to end the 
period of the ‘robber barons,’ 
and enter perhaps a period of 
greater security.” 

Mr, Farr sald the engineering 
sciences had run away from the 
people, but he believed the social 
sciences would catch up with the 
exact sciences in the postwar era 

“Universities are not an ivory 
tower where persons are shut 
off from the world,” he said. 
“The econdmists are here to 
assist. They are assisting.” 


He said the foremost govern 


ment economists were formerly 
university men, and the govern- 
ment heads were listening to 
these economists. He said Fi- 


nance Minister Ilsley. could not | 


have raised the money for war 
without the help of the so-called 
braintrusters, and drew atten- 





tion to the postwar security and 
employment and money plans as 
the work of university econo- 
mists. 

“What I’m advocating strongly 
is the integration of the ecoomics 
of the university with the econo 
mics of the business world,” he 
said. 

He outlined in detail the ex 
pansion of economic study during 
the past 25 years, contrasting his 
own university experience with 
the curriculum of Stanford Uni- 
versity today, 

Guests at the luncheon were 
22 women students of the asso- 
clation’s credit class, who re- 
ceived their diplomas.

Canaries have played a part 
in saving the lives of miners. | 

Certain dangerous gases in| 
coal mines are hard, if not im-| 
possible, to smell. Men may go 
through tunnels without noticing 
anything wrong. Then they may 
fall to the ground, having 


breathed a poisonous gas, and 
may die before help can come. 


To save themselves from such | 
a fate, many miners “ especially} 
in Great Britain— take canaries | 
into coal mines. After breathing | 
a dangerous gas, a canary may 


fall from its perch before the 
man carrying the cage is in- 
jured. « 


That is a warning which the! 
miners are quick to follow, They 
know that they will die if they | 
do not take care. } 

The canary falls in a kind of 
swoon, but it usually does not die 
if the men hurry to a point where 
they are safe from the gas. At | 
that point they usually can bring | 


| the bird back to health by sup-| 


plying it with oxygen. 
The miners become very fond 
of their canaries, and treat them |
